SUCCESSOR NAMED 


Nation Carries On As King 
George Swiftly Forms 
New Government

Keifer Would Boost Pay­

SAYS AXIS POWERS 
ARE VULNERABLE 


Holds Help Is Justified, 
Not Forbidden, By In­ 
ternational Law

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 9 —Secre­ 
tary of War Stim son today defined 
the objective of the aid-to-Britain 
bill as the purchase of time—“the 
time necessary to arm and protect 
ourselves.’ 
The United States is forced to 
buy the time, he declared, “and 
we are buying tim e from tile only 
nation which can sell us that time.” 
Appearing before the senate for­ 
eign relations committee, the war 
departm ent chief renewed his ad­ 
vocacy of the legislation to m eet 
“the 
extraordinary 
emergency 
which tile aggressor nations have 
created for this country.” 
Marshals Arguments 
In a formal statem ent h e mar­ 
shaled, 
his 
additional 
arguments 
for the bill under these headings: 
That Great Britain, given help, 
w’as in a position to prevail; 
That the Axis powers were vulner­ 
able in many respects; 
That international law 
justifies, 
rather than forbids, 
full 
aid 
to 
Britain, and 
That th e bill is not dictatorial, 
but the proper action, of a dem o­ 
cratic government. 
While the senate committee lis­ 
tened to Stimson, th* house for­ 
eign 
afrtura 
committee 
began a 
study 
‘of 
proposed 
amendments 
to the measure in hopes of getting 
it in final

tomorrow 
night. 
Tile Democratic majority tenta­ 
tively favored 
adding 
provisions 
limiting the bill’s life to two years; 
banning the use of convoys; requir­ 
ing periodic reports for congress on 
Jease-lend opeiations, and directing 
Hie President to consult with army 
and navy heads before transferring 
military equipment. 
Advance indications w’ere that a 
majority in boti) house and senate 
committees would vote to include 
these sections—perhaps with tacit 
W hite House approval. 
Stimson Sees Crisis 
Stimson, in, his testimony, pre­ 
dicted that Britain would face a 
crisis this spring and summer. If 
the survives, he said, 
“the 
prob­ 
ability of an ultimate solution in fa ­ 
vor of the democracies would be 
overwhelming." 
' The passage of this bill,” he in­ 
terjected, “will go far to stiffen the 
morale necessary for her

strength. 
This does not m ean, necessarily, th a t polltocrats 
are willing to relinquish their hold on A m erican busi­ 
ness—far from it., It m eans only th a t they realize 
there is no strength in h eren t in themselves. 
They 
are not the producers of America. 
For the duration 
of a crisis, they are willing to lie low. 
Production is 
th e prerogative of those who understand its prob­ 
lems. 
At their best, politicians have nothing to con­ 
tribute but coordination of private effort and guid­ 
ance of public opinion 
Al their worst, of course, 
politic.ans are inclined to m eddle and interfere, on 
the assum ption th a t they are om nipotent. 
Between efforts to do w hat needs to be done, if 
A m erican businessm en think politicians are recog­ 
nizing their lim itations for the first tim e in a decade 
they can be excused. 
They even can be excused for 
hoping the public will share in the realization th at 
a lot of national energy has been frittered aw ay In 
the form of hot a ir during the last few years. 


FOK EXAM PLE— 
Sen. George, chairm an of the senate foreign re ­ 
lations committee, expects public hearings on the 
lease-lend bill to consume a t least three weeks. M ean­ 
while. debate on the bill will sta rt in the house of 
representatives, whose com m ittee hearings occupied 
approxim ately two weeks. 
On the a sum ption th a t several weeks of debate 
will follow the end of senate com m ittee hearings, it 
will be well into M arch before congress disposes of 
the bill 
and it m ight even Ire April. 
In other words 
by the tim e the crisis with which th e proposal is in ­ 
tended to deal has m aterialized, congress still may 
be talking. 
Despite protests of those who think th e bill should 
have been passed betw een breakfast and lunch the 
day after it was introduced, this is the m ethod of 
democracy. 
T h at m ethod calks first and forem ost for 
governm ent subject to public opinion—governm ent in 
which fundam ental policies are rooted in the con­ 
vict ons of the people, not imposed on th e people by 
edict. 
It is a m ethod th a t uses tim e to gain s ta ­ 
bility. 
There has been and will continue to be free and 
open debate on the lease-lend bill. 
T he m om entous 
policy it w ou'd establish—a sweeping grant of a u ­ 
thority to th e chief executive to help a foreign gov­ 
ernm ent on virtually its own term s—h as been m ade a 
public issue. 
The adm inistration apparently recog­ 
nizes th a t unless the bill ra n be passed w ith the 
understanding and studied consent of a m ajority of 
the people as represented in congress, it isn 't w orth 
passing a t all.

And som ewhere in the background is Honorla, 
preceptor of fifth colum nists, who invited th e H un­ 
nish king to betray her own father, Theodosius II 
em peror of the east. 
I t is as though there were no 1 
ivew characters in history, only prototypes of th e old 
passing in review. 
Burely, there is nothing original about oily Laval. 
or frustrated Pet ain, or om inous Stalin, or even the 
dynam ic Churchill. 
There is not even anything new 
about fluttering old 
Uncle Sam uel hiding a

m endous lot of resourcefulness and power w ith his 
quivering chin whiskers and nervous Adam's apple 
All these symbols have been seen before going through : 
th e sam e routine, somewhere, sometime.
